PROGRAMME FOR 1923 


The programme for 1923 is not 
yet settied. Mr. E. Lukeman, the 
hon. sec. of the C:F.A., has not re- 
ceived any intimation from the Eng- 
lish Association, that it will send a 
British team to Australia in 1923, 
The C.F.A., at the last conference, 
instructed Mr. Lukeman to cable 
England, asking for a: definite 
answer to our request that a British 
team be sent. No reply to that 
cablegram has yet been received. 


The C.F.A. sub-committee is go- 
ing ahead, however, with the finan- 
cial arrangements. It hopes to be 
be able to submit shortly ascheme, 
by which the whole of the ass 
estimate may be raised. What is 
required first is New Zealand's as~ 
sent to the visit in 1923, then it will 
be plain sailing, Amn itinerary will 
have to be decided upon and submit- 
ted to the English Football Associa- 
tion. 


Only in the case of no English 
team will the N.S.W. and Queeas- 
Jand Associations go ahead with 
the arrangement already made, that 
a New Zealand team should wsit 
Australia next year.

INTRODUCTORY. 


The information on this page will 
in future be under the direction of 
the official representatives of the 
Referees’ Association and J. Me- 
Dougall (“Mac”), who is well known 
to supporters and players of the 
code, and has been connected with 
the game for many years in various 
positions, here and abroad. 

All phases of the sport in general, 
but that appertaining to the very 
necessary feature of the game, the 
referee in particular, will be dealt 


with. 


A desirable matter for just con- 
sideration will be the laws of the 
game from the spectators and 
players point of view, and this. should 
help to clear up many affairs in dis- 
pute. In this regard, questions are 
invited, and will be answered offi- 
cially. The Referees’ Association 
will be consulted, and after debate 
its decision will be published. There 
is reason to expect greater harmony 
all round in the interests of the 
game, when the finer points are fully 
explained. Great benefit can be de- 
rived from a frank and free discus- 
sion as that mentioned above. 


The official decisions of the Brit- 
ish Football Association will also re- 
ceive attention as they are received, 
and items of interest from the Ref- 
erees’ Association will be given due 
consideration. 


Referees will at an early date, be 
seen with a new badge, to relieve 
the monotony of the white sweater 
in the form of a red shield, with the 
monogram, S.R.A., in black thereon, 
the colours of the Metropolis. (The 
design is by Mac.) 


As it is desirable that readers 
should know something of the ref- 
erees controlling the game, it is pos- 
sible that a sketch of well-known 
“knights of the whistle” will be 
given from time to time, with a view 
to securing better conditions on the 
field of play, particularly as it must 
be remembered that referees are 
only human, and not supernatural, 
as some expect them. to be. If the 
general public knew what a task is 
entailed.in ably controlling the game 
by absolutely just decisions, gained 
by his knowledge and experience— 
and it must be borne in mind that 
the referee is no partisan, and is 
usually in a better position to judge 
the play, and he (like everyone) is 
not infallible—the referee would, 
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no doubt, receive some considera- 
tion, at least, to his feelings. 


It is necessary in the interests of 
the game that we should have 
referees, and those officiating should 
be given the respect due to them for 
their services. To fulfil ali engage- 
ments, more referees are urgently 
wanteg@d, and the Referees’ Associa- 
tion appeals to old players to take 


‘up the whistle, and carry on the good 


work. A note to Jim Black, our 
able secretary, Sports Club, will re- 
ceive immediate attention in this 
regard. 


Next week a start on the Laws of 
the Game, Instructions to Players, 
from the “Official Hand-book,” will 
be made, 


REFEREES OF TO-DAY. 


(By “CENTRE FORWARD.”) 


There has been a good deal of 
complaint in recent years by play- 
ers who aver that there is a lament- 
able lack of uniformity in the inter- 
pretation of the rules by Metropoli- 
tan referees. Also that the game has 
been slowed up by the referee, who 
instead of ignoring small infringe- 
ments, stop the game unnecessarily. 
One must admit there is a ground 
for complaint, and I propose here 
to briefly touch upon one or two 
matters which have come under 
my notice. 


The laws of the game only pro- 
vide, of course, for intentional 
breaches, and yet how very -often 
do we see referees penalise for what 
are clearly unintentional breaches. 
Cases of handling the ball, tripping 
pushing, kicking, or holding an op- 
ponent may all on occasion, be con- 
sidered accidental, and yet (and I 
must say the players and public are 
equally at fault, because there is 
often a ‘unanimous appeal), the 
usual thing is to penalise the offend- 
ing player irrespective of whether 
the breach is intentional or uninten-~ 
tional, 


A matter that also calis for at- 
tention is the ignoring of linesmen 
by the referee, who should take 
them into his confidence, and make 
them feel that they are a part and 
parcel of the game. 


The referee should, before the 
game commences, call the linesmen 
to him and first of all compare 
watches, Then he should satisfy 
himself that they know what to do 
when the ball goes into touch. ~

Regarding the question of unig 
formity of decisions, there has bee: 
a lot of controversy in relation 
the throw-in. The linesmen show 
first of all point with the flag to tl 
spot where the pall went out, aj 
then, keeping his flag down, a 
standing about one yard from th 
thrower, he should watch the fe 
of thrower, and the referee shoul 
watch the throw. Linesmen often 
stand close to the thrower; this 
a mistake, as it is impossible f 
him in that position to watch either 
the throw-in or the feet. The lines= 
man who keeps his flag down wh 
the throw is about to be taken, raises 
it when the player at the delivery 0 
the ball, does not keep a part 
both feet on the line. 


Another point worth noticing 
that a player is penalised by some 
referees if he does not stand ai 
right-angles to the touch-line wh 


throwing in the. ball. The rule simply 


says that a player must face t 
field of play. when throwing in t 
pall. No angle is specified in t 
rules, and the interpretation givel 
is palpably wrong and unfair to the 
players. Another point is that mai 
referees forget that there is an a‘ 
vantage rule. Ofen a centre for 
ward is partly tripped in the pet: 
alty area, and the whistle is blow# 
for a penalty kick. The refer 
should have allowed the player 
go - on and score, otherwise 
awarding the penalty kick, he mi 
be penalising the unoffendi 
player.
